WATCH AMERICAN PROGRESS 


„Watch the United States“ 
was the warning uttered by Sir 
John Simon in the house of com- 
mons. He went on to express 
fear lest the trade center of the 
world be shifted from England to 
the United States. It is this fear 
that has impelled Great Britain 
to inaugurate a war upon Ameri- 
can trade. At the same time she 
fights two- great conflicts, one 
on armed and desperate encoun- 
ter with Germany, and one a sil- 
ent, grim and sinister combat for 
commercial supremacy.

Side 
by side, the financial forces of 
England and the military forces.

It may 
face the issue with confidence 
Its faith in itself is so great, its 
knowledge of its own resources so 
assuring, that it deems the time 
to be coming when it shall be the 
financial center. Why not? 

Think of this great area with 
its millions, its measureless ca- 
pacity, its stores of fuel, its abso- 
lute solvency, the abundance of 
its capital. Think then of Europe, 
in the light of accepted business 
standards, already hopelessly 
bankrupt, torn and tortured, mil-

Think 
of the debt already up-piled to a 
point. beyond human comprehen- 
sion. And having thought of all 
these things, try to give a reason 
why this land should not be the 
commercial and financial center 
of the civilized world.
